The follawing paper, containing a condensed 
statement of facts relating to the primitive 
“history of the human race, was read by Pro- 
fessor Karl Vogt, at the last meeting of the 
Society of German Naturalists, and was trans- 
lated and submitted to the Academy of Bci- 
ences by the President, Dr. Blake, at their 
last meeting ; 

Tt may acem from the title of my “paper 
that the subject is one which does not fall 
within the range of questivus usually investi- 
gated by this Society, as appertaioing more 
particuiu'ly to histery than to the natural 
sciences, Gut I would observe, that if we 
have chosen the name of primitive history for 
our new branch of knowledge, it is that we 
mean by th: term the investigation of the 
history of the human race, iudependently of 


tinct animals associated with human bones 
and implements. 

Up to the present time, the earlier traces 
of man living at a time when the mammoth, 
the cave bear, and the elephant lived in these 
latitudes, have only been discovered in south- 
ern and western portions of Europe, It is at 
a later period, during the period of the rein-

and other northetn animals lived in the cen- 
tral parts of Europe, and were hunted by the 
then inhabitants of this part of the continent. 
There can be no doubt but that the fauna, 
both aimals and plants, weresuch as inhabit 
an almost arctic climate, which must then 
have existed in the middle portions of Eu- 
rope, and that since then, and also since man 
inhabited this continent, the climate has 
gradually become changed to what we find it 
at the present day. 

These are facts which can be affirmed with 
absolute certainty; with a certainty as great 
as/any deductive facts in other branches of 
natural science; and in the presence of such 
facts it is impossible to deny that man must 
have inhabited the earth for a much longer 
period than we have been accustomed to be- 
lieve—tor a period, in short, in which six to 
ten thousand Years is but an infinitely small 
fraction; particularly when tye remember 
that since man existed in Europe vast por- 
tions of the continent have been raised above 
the sea by a gradual'process of upheaval; that 
the waters of the Northern Ocean must have 
been at least 400 feet above their prosent 
level, and that during this period the shape 
of the European continent has been gradually 
but completely changed. Tho discovery of 
these interesting facts has heen owing to the 
investigation, under a geological point of 
view, of tho diluvial strata of Europe, con-

Then tLe foxes got up anti paw sucking soci-

As civil'zstion advances, for-instance, at 
the time of rhe lake buildings in Switzerland, 
when even before the use of metals, agricul- 
ture and raising domestic cattle were followed, 
it appears that this upward progress was 
accompanied, if not brought about, by barter 
and exchanging manufactured goods with 
other tribes, and that one of the most impor- 
tant elements of our present civilization— 
the use of metals—was thus introduced into 
Europe. 

As the result of our geological investiga- 
tions, it was indicated that the earliest men 
that inhabited Europe came probably from 
Africa; so the remains of the cultivated plants 
which have been found in the lake dwellings 
in Switzerland show that these first objects 
of agriculture came not from Asia, as has 
been usually believed, but from Africa, 

We now come to consider the third order 
of investigations that have been pursued for 
throwing light on the far-back history of oar 
race, viz: Those that relate to man’s anatom- 
ical development, We shall here find that 
the facts furnished fully justify the expression 
of the poet—“Es wachst der mensch mit 
seinen hdheren zwecken.” "Man becomes 
more developed, the nobler are his aims.” If, 
indeed, not the whole body, at. least the 
brain, It is on this field of observation that 
comparative anatomy and physiology lend us 
such valnable assistance. ‘This field has un- 
fortunately been but little cultivated. Strange 
it is, although truc, that the comparative 
anatomical investigation of man of the differ- 
ent races of human beings that now inhabit 
the earth, 1s in a les’ advanced state than 
that of some other races of animals. In fwet,

The Indian Territory Bill. 


Following is tie gist of the bill for the 


government of the proposed Indian Yérri- 
tory: 

The Bill provides for the creation and estab- 
lishment of a temporary government by the 
name of the Territory of Lincoln. It is tobe 
bounded as follows, to wit: 

On the north by the State of Kansas; où 
the west by the eastern boundary of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico and the State of Texas) 
on the south by the northern boundary of 
the State of Texas, and on the east by the 
western boundary of the States of Arkansas 
and Missouri. š 

A Governor, Secretary, Marshal, Attorney, 
and three judges shall be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. These Judges will con- 
stitute the Supreme Court of the Territory, 
and will also officiate as Judges of the Dis- 
trict Courts. 

The legislative power of the Territory 
shall be vested in the Governor and a Legis- 
lative Council, The Council shal consist of 
one niember from each tribe or nation whose 
population shall not exceed five hundred, and 
an additional member for each one thousand 
Indians, native or adopted, or ach fraction 
of a thousand greater than five hundred 
members of any tribe lawfully resident in 
said Territory. The members are to be selec- 
ted by the said tribes or nations, respective- 
ly ; and if none should be thus formally selec- 
ted by any nation or tribe, it may be repre- 
sented in said council by the chief or chiefs 
or head men of said tribe or tribes, in the 
number and proportion above indicated. 

Every male over the age of twenty-one 
years, who is a member of one of these tribes 
in the Indian Territory which have adopted 
the customs of civilized life, may vote at the 
first election under this act for delegates to 
the Council from the tribe to which he be- 
longs, and shall be eligible to a seat in said 
Council. The qualification of voters at all 
subsequent elections, and of members of sub- 
sequent Councils, shall be prescribed by law 
of the Territory: Provided; That no person 
shall be deprived of the right to vote or hold 
office in said Territory on account of race or 
color, or previous condition of servitude. 

The legislative power will extend to.all 
rightful subjects and matters pertaining to 
the intercourse and relations of the Indian 
tribes, and members of different tribes resi- 
dent in said Territory; the arrest and extra- 
dition of criminals escaping from one tribe to 
another; the administration of justice between 
members of any of the tribes of the said Ter- 
ritory and all other persons; the creation of 
bodies corporate with all adequate powers for 
the construction and operation of works of 
internal improvements, and the common de- 
fense and safety of the nations of said Terri- 
tory, and grant aid to all such bodies cor- 
porate; the punishment of crimes, and the 
civilization and improvement of the people. 
Any act sent to the Governor for his appro- 
val, and not returned to the Council within 
ten days after being so sent, with his objde- 
tions thereto, shall become a law the same as - 
if approved by the Governor. Any act re- 
turned to the Council, with objections by the 
Governor, shall hecome a law if it ‘receives 
two thirds of the votes of such Council, the 
veto of the Governor to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

A delegate to the House of Representatives 
of the United States, who shall be a resident 
of the United States, and reside in said. Ter- 
ritory, to serve for the term of two years, 
shall be elected in the same manner and by - 
the same persons, as the Legislative Council, 
and he shall be entitled to the same rights 
and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed | 
by delegates from other Territories of the’ 
United States. 

All laws of the United States which are 
not locally inapplicable, or hot inconsistent 
with treaty stipulition, shall have the same 
force and effect within said ‘Territory. r 

Whenever requested by said Council and 
the Governor, the Secretary of the Interior 
sball cause the lands in said Territory to be 
surveyed under the direction of the Gover- 
nor, and allotted in severalty among the mem- 
bers of tho respective tribes or nations: Pro- 
vided, that sections numbered sixteen ahd ' 
thirty-six, in each township in said Terris 
tory, shall be reserved for the purpose of 
being applied to schools in.said Territory, in 
accordance with treaty stipulations..." ° 

In all appointments provided for, preférénce- 
(qualitications being equal) shall be given to 
competent, members of the Indian nations or + 
tribes lawfully within the said Territory ; 
the object being ta create a Jandnble ambition

Mining Summary. 


BIG BUG DISTRICT. 

At latest dates from Big Bug, Gray & Co's 
ten-stamp mill was working away on ore 
from the Eugenie extension. Messrs. Gray 
and Boggs started over Wednesday last, and 
had not returned when our paper went to 
press, so that it is impossible for us to give 
the result of last run. 
` The placer miners had commenced opera- 
tions in the old Mexican gulch. 

WALKER DISTRICT. 

B. Hussey and H. Bowers reached town 
Thursday evening last, from a visit to Walker 
and Hassayampa districts. From them we 
learn that the Eureka ten-stamp mill, after 
having run a short time on ore from the Box 
Elder, broke a part of its machinery, when 
it was shut down forrepairs, It is, we think, 
running by this time. Messrs, Tiernan and 
Jackson thought they would make a snccess. 
Some good looking ore from the Pine Moun- 
tain, was being hauled to the mill. 

All the arastras, and the hydraulic claims of 
Messrs, Wells, Bowers & Bean were running. 
Water was getting scarce, and it was not ex- 
pected that work could be carried on m the 
hydraulic claims for any great lengthof time, 
unless more rain or snow should descend. It 
was thought that the claims were paying 
well. Those working with sluices and rock- 
ers were making fair wages. 

LOWER LYNX CREEK. 

One of the Bashford Mining Company, 
came over from the diggings Wednesday last, 
and informed us that himself and two other 
men took out in four days, gold dust to the 
amount of fifty-two dollars; that, too, with 
a very small head of water. Were there 
plenty of water, the diggings would pay ten 
dollars a day to the hand... . Burns & Co.,— 
three men—at work on the opposite side’ of 
the creek, were making about four dollars a 
day,.with rockers....Another Company ot 
five men, were digging a ditch to carry water 
on the “Frenchman’s Bar,” in which they 
had found large beds of gravel which pros- 
pected from two to twenty-five cents to the 
pan. They were in a hurry to get water on 
the bar, believing that they Lad struck rich 
diggings. Tho bar is a large onc, and in 
some places quite deep. 

Lower down the creek, opposite the old 
Mexican Camp, one of the miners at work 
had taken out a piece worth $13.75. He got 
it, with many other coarse pieces, on the beq- 
rock, in the bed of the creek. 

We have not heard from Jackson, Lovejoy

Messrs. Wormser 
and Tompkins visited it Thursday last, and 
were well pleased with its operations, They 
say it is the easiest running quartz mill in the 
Territory—making scarcely any noise in its 
movements, Of course a clean-up has not 
yet been made. Owing to the scarcity of 
water, the Superintendent was unable to keep 
the mill going but about eight hours in every 
twenty-four. 

Some thirty” ‘or forty placer miners are 
Working in the Hassayampa and its tributa- 
ries, all of whom, we learn, are doing woll. 

Owing to the breaking of some part of the 
machinery used for driving Taylor & Davis’ 
arastras, crushing had to be suspended fora 
couple of days, but, we believe, the “drag- 
rocks” are now in motion. 

There is nothing new to relate about mat- 
ters in the Other districts, at least, so far as 
we know. Wish the miners of Walnut Grove, 
Wickenburg, and other districts would let 
us hear from them onto a week.

-copper into dichloride, and the use of sulphu- 
rous acid for decomposing any oxychloride 
formed in this reaction. The neutral proto- 
chloride is prepared by the double decompo- 
sition of protostiphaté of iron with an equiv. 
alent of chlorido of sodium. We copy ‘a par- 
saaaph. from the English patent specification, 
which, with other pamph ets, wo have recel- 
‘ved from ‘Dr. Hunt; “One hundred and 
twénty pounds of aba salt, op ono hundred 
and twelve pounds of dry thloride of calcium, 
oF its equivalent of hydrated chloride, are to 


be dissolved with two hundred dnd eighty 
pounds of protosulphate of iron, (green op 
peras) in one hundred imperial gallons 0 
water, In place of the above salts we may 
substitute an amoint of protochloride of iron 
prepared by any other method, containing 
fifty-six pounds of metallic iron.

A Dreary Country.—Mr. Joseph Powell, 
Commercial Agent of the United States at 
Port Stanley, Falkland Islands, writes home 
as follows: 


You may be aware that this is the last 
sailing point next to tho South Pole. Be- 
yond this no vessel ever sails and human 
footsteps are never seen. It is perpetual 
winter—snow every month in the year. The 
islands are naked of tree and bush, and very 
little soil—high mountains and hills of vol- 
canic rock over nine-tenths of the surface, 
Nothing of the grain kind is ever raised—no 
seed time nor harvest. There are no animals, 
except wild horses and cattle. Foxes and 
rabits have been brought here and increased 
— much larger than those in the United 
States. No snakes, frogs, fleas, spiders, bed- 
bugs, or insects of any kind. The wind blows 
all the time—often so strong that you cannot 
look out, The population all told does not 
exceed three hundred on all the islands, and 
are very poor. This is only a harbor for 
wrecks. Expenses are very high and living 
poor—no comforts of life whatever. Board 
and lodging annually, $520. PI! come home 
the first opportunity. I am distant from 
New York 32,000 miles by sea; my voyage to 
my post of duty occupied 105 days. lam 
thirty days’ sail from Rio de Janeiro, 2,500 
miles beyond Chili and Peru, and 600 miles 
off Cape Horn.

The Whisky Business, 


There is no denying the fact that many of 
our “best citizens and bravest soldiers” bre 
ardent admirers, and industrious imbibers, of 
whisky, brandy, and “sich,” and it is too bad 
Chat the present oppressive revenue Jaws pre- 
vent any citizen of the Territory from man- 
ufacturing the favorite liquids, and supply- 
ing them to our drinkers. Not long ago, 
some citizens of Walnut Grove went to con- 
siderable expense in building and fitting upa 
distillery, but they soon learned, to their 
sorrow, that they could not run it with 
profit, and pay the enormous taxes demanded 
by the agents of Government, so the institu- 
tion was closed and remains closed to this 
day, The closing of it did not in the least 
afluct the consumption of whisky; topers 
were as thirsty as ever, and dealers had to 
fall back on California for supplies. Now, 
while opposed to a too free indulgence in the 
use of ardent spirits, and knowing that it is 
injurious to the pockets and health of many 
citizens of Arizona, we know that all we 
could say in opposition to the ruinous prac- 
tice would go for naught, so we will not 
undertake to “reform” anybody. We only 
wish, therefore, that it were possible for citi- 
zens of the Teriitory to make the money, on 
whisky, that is made by dealers in California 
who supply our people with poor qualities of 
fire water. But, Congress has decreed- that 
poor and strugghng communities shall pay 
tribute to rich and powerful ones, and it may 
be many years before we will have the plea- 
| sure of imbibing pure, home-manufactured 
corn-juice.

Start a Tannery. 


A fortune awaits the man or men who will 
start the first, tannery in this Territory, and 
manufacture all sorts of leather. The Terri- 
tory is annually drained of thousands of dol- 
lars that find their way to California and sre 
there exchanged for boots, shoes, leather and 
belting, This is all wrong, and, of course, 
ruinous to its people, who must, to be pros- 
perous, endeavor, 43 much as possible, to live 
within themselves and depend less upon the 
outside world for articles which they must 
have. It does not require a very large sum 
of money to start the business of making 
leather, and the material from which the arti- 
cle is produced ig and will continue to be, 
quite plenty in the country; as are, also, the 
materials used in tanning hides—lime, oak 
bark, etc. The establishment of a tannery 
would be a good thing for the Territory, and 
we hope some person or persons will go into 
the business at unce. 


Tue Rae Process.—The Georgetown (Col- 
orado) Miner, of a recent date, thinks well of 
Dr. Rae’s process for working sulphurets, 
which, from the description given of it, is, we 
think, something similar to the Paul process, 
which was tried here, a short time ago, with 
indifferent success. Our namesake says: 


The machinery 1s simple and cheap, con- 
sisting of a barrel six feet six inches in length, 
and twenty-seven inches in diameter, inside 
measurements. The barrel is lined with cop- 
per, and has a zine covered shaft running 
thiough the centre. A barrel of this size 
will contain 1,000 posinds of crushed ore, and 
the necessary amount of water to reduce the 
pulp to the 1ight consistency, Thus charged, 
the chemicals, consisting of salt and a little 
cyanide of potassium, together with ten 
pounds of mercury, are introduced, the man- 
bole closed, and the barrels caused to revolve 
with the speed of eight to ten revolutions 
per minute. 

The action of the salt on the zinc and cop- 
per in the barrel, causes a constant current of 
electricity to be generated, which 13 the 
active agert in the amalgamation.

‘Rheumatism--By an Eminent Physician. 


Rheumatism is a disease which a large class 
of croakers and graumblers hold responsible 
for every ache or pain, fancied or real, which 
they experience.

But 
the same tissue is fonnd in the heart and 
stomach, and at other points, and hence we 
may have rheumatism of these organs and 
parts. Rheumatisin results from a specific 
poison accumulating in the blood, and de- 
pending upon faulty digestion and assimila- 
tion. This poison ıs thought to be a lactic 
acid, which, after increasing te a given quan- 
tity, is eliminated from the system, and pro- 
duces the excitement and fever of rheuma- 
tism. ‘The exciting canse is generally cold; 
though the disease may occur without any 
known cause, and in equatorial regions. It 
may exist in an acute or chronic form, the 
latter always being a result of the former. 
In the acute form, it is one of the most pain- 
ful affections, the fever being intense, and the 
inflamed joints exquisttely tender and sensi- 
tive. Itis a migratory disease, passing from 
joint to joint in succession, without ony defi- 
nite order. Or it may leave the joints, and 
attack the fibrous structures of the heart, and 
lay the foundation of permanent derangement 
of that organ. In chronic rheumatism, a low 
grade of inflamation continues, or is ngain set 
up in the fibruus tissues once affected, but 
without involving other parts. Acute rheu- 
matism runs a definite course, and terminates 
like a self-lhmited disease, whether treated or 
not Sydenham says the best remedy for it 
is “six weeks.” Chronic rheumatism has no 
limitations ns to time, but comes on when- 
ever the person is exposed to cold or sudden 
changes of the weather, and frequently con- 
tinves for months. Such is rbeumatism, acute 
and chronic. 

How unhke these diseases are the transient 
pains of which people so much complain, and 
which are so universally ascribed to rheuma- 
tism! How few people, comparatively, are 
afticted with the malady, and yet how many 
groans are uttered and sighs drawn in its 
name! It will be asked: What is the occa- 
sion of these symptoms so generally referred 
to rheumatism? They depend upon various 
causes. Ina laborer, the muscles, especially 
of the shoulder, are frequently overstrained, 
and become tender and unnaturally sensitive. 
The period when they are most sensitive is in 
the morning, after they have remained quiet 
for several hours. The first movements of 
the fibres which have been overworked are 
painful, owing to a diminished sceretion of 
lubricating fluid while the muscle was ina 
quiescent state.

Everipopy bas heard of the term ‘mor- 
ganatic marriages,” and many people suppose 
that marriages of this kind are a species of 
concubinage, in which the kings and princes 
of Europe are fond of indulging. This ıs not 
the case, however. A morganatic marriage is 
just as binding upon the parties as that of 
any other marrage. The term is derived 
from the German “moergengable,” which ht- 
erally means a dowry. It likewise signifies a 
matrimonial contract in which one of the 
parties 1s greatly superior in rank to the 
other, Jf it be the bride that is of inferior 
rank, she agrees that she and her children 
shall be entitled neither to the rank nor to 
the estate of her husband, and that the dowry 
which is settled upon her at the time of the 
marriage shall be accepted in lieu of all other 
privileges. If the man be the inferior, he 
gives consent to similar conditions. In the 
bridal ceremony the party of superior rank 
gives the left hand instead of the right to 
the other—whence the marriages are some- 
times called left-handed.

The complaints 
which pass under that name are very harm- 
less, and have no fixed condition, In gen- 
era), they are easily remedied by counter irri- 
tants, as stimulating liniments, by frictions, 
and by hot baths with frictions, But most 
important 1s the precaution of protecting the 
surface with flannels against the impressions 
of cold.— Hearth and Home. 


Beornnine to Fanm.—A New York clerk, 
28 years old, unmarried, with $3,000 capital, 
and an ambition to be s farmer but having no 
knowledge of the business, asked the Farm- 
ers’ club how he should begin his new career, 
and got the following answer: 

“Put all your money at interest at 7 per 
cent. on mortgage.

But 
when the body was brought ta the cemetery 
and taken out of the basket, not only was the 
whole frame most horribly distorted, but the 
head had bitten into the upper part of the 
leg with such force that a.mece of the fiesh 
had to be cut out to enable the executioner 
to lay the corpse-into a coffin which the fam- 
ily had furnished. 

The truth of these and similar inatances is 
not denied by the French press; but it is. 
stated by great medical authority that these 
movements are not made with consciousness, 
but that, by the terrible physical shock ex- 
perianced by the whole system at the moment 
of decapitation, all the nervous functions are ` 
so completely paralyzed that the activity of 
some of tho organs, such as the eyes and 
teeth, is not accompanied by self-conscious 
sensations.

Captain Preston, of Gen. Ord’s staff, ar- 
rived at Fort Whipple, recently, from South- 
ern Arizona, and from him we learn that a 
site for a new post, to be built near the 
Siorra Blanca, or White Mountain, had been 
selected previous to his departure from Camp 
Goodwin, several weeks ago. This is, cer- 
tainly, a move in the right direction. Many 
villainous Apaches dwell in the White Moun- 
tain country, and the establishment of a 
strong post in their midst will, most assur- 
edly, check and have a depressing influence 
upon them, and also open the country to 
settlement, 

The new post will be about sixty-five miles 
northwest of Camp Goodwin, which is about 
one and a-half miles cast of the Gila; about 
200 miles southeast from Prescott, and 160 
miles north of Tucson. Having pioneered it 
through the region of country in which it 1s 
located, we will boge our readers with a short 
description of it: After crossing the Gila 
and the valley through which it runs, the 
country rises gradually for about twenty 
miles, and a more God-forsaken country than 
1s passed over in these twenty miles, is not 
to be found in Eastern Arizona. Upon gain- 
ing the summit of the first slope from the 
river, and looking either north, west or south, 
a different country presents itself. To the 
north are high, grassy mesas, dotted here and 
there with oak and juniper trees, and, far in 
the distance, the pine-clad mountains in which 
the Prieta, the Francisco and other rivers 
rise. These grassy, timbered mesas extend 
south a considerable distance, and while fol- 
lowing them in that direction, the eye comes 
in contact with the Pinal mountains, which 
stand between the Gila aud Salt rivers, and 
prevent them from umting. But, the best, 
most magnificent country, is to the west and 
northwest, in which direction vast forests of 
pine; and huge mountain peaks arc seen. As 
the traveler pursues his way from the top of 
the first bench overlooking the Gila to the 
summit of the snowy Sierra Blanca Grande, 
as the Indians call the highest peak of the 
White Mountain, new beauties are seen at 
almost every step. The soil is exceedingly 
fertile, and the entire face of the country is 
covered with luxuriant grasses. Through it 
meander large streams of clear, sparkling wa- 
ter. Timber—pine, oak, etc.—is plenty, and 
the trees are large. Portions of this country 
may contain rich mineral deposits, but, in 
our travels through it, we saw but few indi- 
cations to warrant that assumption. As an 
agricultural and grazing country, it cannot 
be surpassed. What is true of it is equally 
true of almost all the wild region lying be- 
tween it and the scttlemen’s in the vicinity 
of Prescott.

The establishment of a chain of posts from 
the Gila to the Verde, or the building of a 
railroad on the route of the 35th parallel, 
would soon fill this fine country with indus- 
trious farmers and stock-raiscrs, 


Death of General George H. Thomas, 


Another great American has been called 
from the stage of earthly life to the unknown 
world beyond the tomb—man’s final resting 
place, where we hope naught but happiness 
and love fill the souls of the departed. Our 
fellow-citizen, John A. Rush, who arrived 
here from California Tuesday last, brought 
the sad nowa that Major-General George H. 
Thons died suddenly at San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia, on the aftérnoon of March 27. Upon 
learning.af his demise, many officers and men 
of the garrison wept like childron for the 
loss of their brave old chief, and those who 
could not weep were almost choked with 
emotion, Our citizens, too, felt sorely grieved 
over the news. We had not the pleasuro of 
the departed warrior’s acquaintance, but 
learn-from thoke who knew him well thut he 
was possessed ofall those traits of character 
that-niske meh noble, brave and honorable. 
Ho was by birth a Virginian, and although 
his sword and talents wore used, and did 
much to conquer ‘that sioblest of Common- 
wealtlis, atid her sister States of the South, 
sho yat can feel just pride for having given 
birth to so great a son, But, beside being a 
Virginian he.was an American, and -all true

Brevet-Brigadier-General Thomas C. Devin 
arrived here late last week from Southern 
Arizona, and is now at Fort Whipple, await- 
ing tho arrival of Major General Ord. Gen. 
Devin commanded the troops in this sub-dis- 
trict for moro than a year, we believe, when 
he was transferred to Tucson, and given com- 
mand of the troops im the spb-district of 
Southern Arizona. During his chieftaincy in 
the Territory, he has made for himself a 
record that will never be effaced from the 
minds of its people—white and copper-color- 
ed, Though always cramped and hampered 
for troops, ctc in the war ho bas directed 
against" our savage enemies, all freely admit 
that he has worked well and earnestly to 
forward their cause, and the savages, whose 
ranks his soldiers have time and again thin- 
ned, have a wholésome dread of the blunt 
old chief. General Devin belongs to the 
Eighth Oavalry, and as part of the regiment 
has ‘gone to New Mexico, and the remainder 
will soon follow, we fear that our Territory 
will have to part with him. Fain would our 
people keep him here, until the guod work in 
which he has so zealously labored, is finished, 
and, we believe it to be his sincere desire to 
be allowed to remain until that time comes. 
But, will his superiors permit him to do so? 
We fear not. Ie will have to go, and, in 
going, will, of course, carry with him the 
best wishes of all civilized Arizonians. 

To show the esteem in which he is held by 
the people of Tucson and vicinity, we append 
the following, which we find in a recent 
number of the Arizonan: 


At a*public mecting held by the citizens of Tue- 
son, on the 22d of Mageh, 1870, called together on 
the occasion of the departure of Gen. Thos. C. 
Devin from the Territory, upon motion of J, E 
McCafirey, the following preamble and resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

Wueneas, in the regular change of officers, 
from one station to another, Brevet-Brig Gen 
Thos. C. Devin has been relieved from the district 
of Southern Arizona; theretore, be it 

Resolved, That they deem it but justice to the 
man and the soldicr, to express their high appre- 
cintion of, and their warm regard for the many 
sterling qualhties of Gen. Devin, hia unaffected, 
gentlemanly deportment on all occasions, his 
strict sense of honor, and genial disposition. 

Resolved, ‘Phat in the administiatian of military 
affirs in bis command, Gen. Devin has shown 
himself to be a thorough soldier, and a good in- 
dian fighter hat he lias thoroughly compre- 
bended the nature of the savage and finpincable 
foe against whom he waged wat, and tne difficul- 
ties incident to carrying on an offensive war 
against Lim in lis mountain fustoesses; that he 
has at all times shown Iimself to be “the right 
man m the right place,” and has never failed to 
prove himself equal to the situation. 

Resolved, That in our opinion, Gen Devin has 
necomphished as much towards the subjugation of 
the Apache, as was possible to have been accom- 
plished with the limited means at his command ; 
and we deeply regret the, inexorable necessity 
which bas caused his removal from the command 
of this district. 

Resolved, That we tender our heartfelt thanks 
to Gen. Devin, and to the otlicers and soldiers 
under his commaud, for the zeal and untiring 
every they have displayed in thelr efforts to chas- 
tise our savage foes, and for the readiness that 
has at ali times been shown, to afford us all the 
protection possibic. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
furnished to Gen, Devin, and that copies be sent 
for publication to the Weekly Arezonan, Arizona 
Miner, Santa Fe Post, New Mexican, und Rochy 
Mountum News. 


Immediately after the adoption of the above 
resolutions, appropriate speeches were made 
by-Coles Bashford, Secretary of the Terri- 
tory, and Jobn Titus, Assuciate Justice of 
the Territory, which were responded to by 
the General, who simply infurmed the people 
that he had tried his best to do his duty with 
fhe means furmelicd him. Upon leaving 
Tucson, his ambulance was sourrounded by 
many people, who accompanied him to the 
Nine Mile Station, "and there bade him God- 
speed. 

While the people of Northern Arizona are 
not in the habit of following persons they 
respect and admire over the country, and 
giving vent to their feelings in such manner 
as their brethren of the South are wont to 
do, they feel as keenly the loss the Territory 
will sustain by being deprived of the services 
of General Devin.

New York. March 9th, 1870.

The True Story of Æneas and Dido. 


BY HARRIET SOREECHER BLOWE. 


The reading public of America has been 
presented with a book which does not sell 
very rapidly, nor is it liable to meet with 
universal favor, except as a study for school 
boys. This work, written by a Roman (not 
the San Francisco bookseller), named Pub, 
Virgil Maro, who is generally known by his 
middle name, contains statements so garbled 
that I am constrained to interpose my own 
feeble effurts in the cause of truth. 

In 1851, I was traveling in Egypt. One 
day, while meditating upon the solitary gran- 
deur of the Sphinx, I was startled by a long 
drawn sigh. Near me stood a dragoman 
clad in turban and burnous, with pistols and 
ataghan in his belt.

Here he met 
Red Wheeler, who was teaching a Sunday 
School, and who, on being applied to for the 
loan of a twenty, told him to go to Carthage 
and marry Queen Dido for her coin. Red 
put up this job to get even on Dido because 
sue had dismissed him trom her Cabinet and 
appointed Hannibal a Secretary of War in his 
stead. Haùnibal was a negro preacher, of 
the Punic faith, and used to have great revi- 

_ Yals on the Barbary Coast. 

Dido was a pretty woman, or else they 
don’t make them. She had a tempor of her 
own, and used to throw things around loose 
when she got on her beer, She was born a 
Princess of Tyre, but soon got tired of living 
there. Besides, she was afraid of her own 
brother, Pygmalion, who owned a hog ranch 

outside thé-city limits, on the Potrero. She 
accordingly got up and dusted her dimity for 
the coast’ of Egypt, where she arrived sound 
in limb.and wind. The first break she made 
was to oust old King Pharoah, the King who 
got broke playing against bank. This dono, 
she declared herself Queen, and squatted on 
the throne.

American name ond existence, and as fighting 
the Egyptian tiger is one of the national 
characteristics of the American; therefore, as 
far as this country is concerned, we feel the 
public should have this refutation of the 
slanders contained in Mr. Virgil’s book. 


To Prevent Biros From PuLLiNe up 
Conn.—A covrespondent of an exchange 
sends the fullowing as a sure means of accom- 
plishing the above desideratum: , 

“As soon as the germinating corn in the 
planted field makes its appearance, sow corn 
all around the borders of the field. After a 
few days, walk around the lot; if you find 
the corn pretty nearly all picked up, sow 
again, Two applications are sufticient, and 
wil} last the birds until the growing corn is 
too strong for them. About a peck at a 
time’ will answer for a field of eight to ten 
acres, unless the birds should be unusually 
numerous, Timely observation in the field 
will indicate whether more is needed. Ihave 
practiced this method for several years, and 
have found it effectual.

The Apache in Congress. 


We copy from the columns of the Globe, 
the following debate in Congress, on the 28th 
of February, ir relation to the Indian Appro- 
priation Bill: \ 

Mr. McCormick, of Arizona. Tt seems to 
me that one.cause of misunderstanding upon 
this floor, shd one, perhaps, that has led to 
some confusion in the remarks made upon 
this subject, is that gentlemen heré are in- 
clined tp look upon the Indians as all alike. 
Now, we have in the Territory of Arizona 
Bom thirty to thirty-five thousand Indians. 
We have Indians there of every style and 
character. Wo 'have Indians that differ as 
much from each other as Americans do ‘from 
Japanese or Chinese. We have a class of In- 
dians whose tendency is to civilization. We 
have a Jarge class whose tendency is to bar- 
barism, who are us wild as the birds of the 
air or the beasts of the mountains, We have, 
therefore, to pursue a varying course towaids 
the Indians in that Territory, and in al) our 
frontier country. I would go as for as any 
man upon this floor in protecting friendly 
Indians under all circumstances and at all 
times, and J am not opposed to the appropria- 
tion of any reasonable sum of money for the 
care of such Indians. ; 

I think the appropriatiors for friendly Tn- 
dians for years past have been sltog-ther too 
small. Ishould hke to see them generously 
increased; but if war is necessary, absolutely 
necessary with any of the Indians—and I 
beheve it is—let us have war in every sense 
of the term; Jet us strike heavy and strike 
hard, his 1s the humane way; this is the 
economical way; this is the only way. And 
without undertiking to speak in detail of this 
particular case in Montana—for I know noth- 
ing of it except what I have seen in the news- 
paper reports, and I cannot believe them—TI 
do say that there are cases of Indian atroci- 
ties and outrages occurring every day on the 
frontier that demand the most vigorous treat- 
ment on the part of our troops; that it were 
a fatal mistake to tiifle with; that it were 
the climax of folly to apolowise for or let go 
unavenged. Hundreds of valuable hives, and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property would have been saved in Arizona 
had the Government placed a military force 
there sufficient to make an unintermitting 
aggressive war upon the relentless Apache; 
a war which by its very force would long 
since have brought him to terms. Milhons 
of dollars would have been saved to the Gov- 
ernment; the lives of hundreds of Indians 
would have been saved, 

There ıs nothing so discouraging to the sol- 
dier on the frontier, after he bas dealt asevere 
and telling blow against hostile Indians, after 
he has won the approbation of the settlers, 
and shown himself capable of protecting our 
frontier settlements; there is nothing so dise 
couraging, after having done this, ns to have 
word come back to him from the East that 
he has been gnilty of a grent wrong, bas 
exceeded orders, and outraged humanity, in 
tbe best interests of which he may have been 
working. Gentlemen should be careful how 
they condemn an officer engaged jn Indian 
warfare, until they are in possession of all the 
facts, No warfme is more trying, and no 
officers as a rule are so poorly rewarded as 
those upon the frontier. 

I hold in my hand u recent issue of a paper 
published in my Territory, containing the 
names of one hundred and fifty four citizens 
who huve been murdered by Indians, the 
most of them in cold blood, within the past 
few years. Whatsensation has this condition 
of affairs created in the astern States? What 
have their papers to say in regard to these 
outrages? What sympathy bas gone forth 
for these slaughtered Americans, many “the 
bravest of the-brave,” engaged in the lauda- 
ble work of advancing the car of civilization, 
and redeeming the wilderness; making an 
honest livelihood, paying their taxes, and 
obeying the laws both of the Territory and 
the United States? 

Who here has properly spoken of the out- 
rages constant:y occurring in Arizona and 
New Mexico? I know a recent ¢ase of a 
farmer who was shot while at his plow. Hig 
neighbors rallied, and burigd bim. Soon 
after the Indians came there, dug up the 
bady, cut it in pieces, and bad a war dance 
while they were broiling the poor farmer's 
body. Iknow where women and children 
have been murdered in the most cruel mun- 
ners whére men have been burned at the 
atako and hortibly tortured; where coaches 
have been seized and all in them murdered, 
and their bodies shockingly mutilated, and 
there are countless instances of attacks upon 
mail carriers, and the destruction of valutbls 
mails. 

As I said, I hold in my hand a list of ono 
hundred and fifty-four citizens, whose names 
are given, who have been foully murdéred by 
the Indians in Arizona; and the editor sitys 
nt least as many more have been killed by 


the Apaches within the time named, and I 


believe it. General Sheridan spoke but the 
words of truth and sense in bis report, from 
which É read the following extract: 

“Phe Indians have rùn riot along the lints

wretches from punishment. There is not the 
least danger of their making the hostile sav- 
ages any worse than they are, for the Old 
Seratch is so big in them that it is utterly 
impossible for the Indian Department and its 
Quaker policemen to make them any worse. 
Should, the squaw-king Quakers succeed in 
the game now being played by them—that 
of having Sheridan and his Lieutenant, Ba- 
ker, reprimanded, for killing a lot of red 
devils in Montana, we may bid good-bye to 
évery hope of peace, in this Indian accursed 
Territory. No military officer will then dare 
kill an Tndian, even though his buckskins 
were dripping with white blood.

farmers of Southern Arizona. So, taking all 
things into consideration, we believe that 
good crops, fair prices, and prosperity are in 
store for the farmers of the southern section 
of our Territory, and, of course, for all other 
classes of her people. 

Here, in Northern Arizona, where, as a 
general thing, artificial irrigation is not nec- 
essary as u means to make the soil produce 
good crops—that labor being performed for 
us by copious rains from heaven, which de- 
scend during the months of July, August, 
and the early part of September—the farmers 
are at work witk a will, plowing and plant- 
ing,—feeling confident that God will favor 
them with 9 sufficient quantity of rain to 
produce good crops.

The Bavages Kill One Man, Wound An- 


other, and Capture 75 Head of Mules. 


We had supposed that the wily savages of this 
county—satlated with the bloody work of the 
past winter, would keep quiet and give our peo- 


ple a resting spell, this spring, but in this we were 
wofully mistaken. Thursday of last week, a 
party of the copper-stained thieves and murder- 
ers swooped down upon a herd of mules belong- 
ing to Mr. Ariola, of Vujune City, in this county, 
killed one of the herders, wounded the other, and 
drove off 75 head of mules, At the time of the 
attack the mules were quietly grazing, about 1 1-2 
miles from the Vulture MII, and there being but 
two herders with them, the savages had nothing 
to do but kill and cripple the herders, and fly 
wi h the stock, to the mountains. They were pur. 
sued by a party of Mexicans, and some workmen 
from the Vulture MHI, but were not, we are sor- 
ry to say, caught up with. Mr. Hussy, who ar- 
rived here Tuesday last, from Wickenburg ond 
Vulture City, says the Indians droye the mules 
up the east side of the Hussayampa, to a point 
mear the mouth of the canyon when they crossed 
the river and took an easterly course, While la- 
menting the death of a civilized being, and the 
wounding of another by the never to be forgiven 
Apaches, it would be wrong in out people to 
withhold thelr sympathy from Mr, Artola, who, 
inside of the past year, has lost about 140 head of 
mules.

Mining Matters. 


It is highly gratifying to as, to be able to 
state, with-truth, that the good luck which, 
for some time past, has attended those en- 
gaged in working quartz in this vicinity, still 
sticks to them. The ten-stamp mill of the 
Big Bug Mining Company, which is situated 
in the Big Bug Mining District, about 16 
miles southeast of Prescott, has given us 
glittering proofs of the wealth that is con- 
tained in our hills, and the results there ob- 
tained have caused the miners of other dis- 
tricts to pitch in and conquer. Five or six 
months ago, there was not one mill running 
in this section of Yavapai county, and mining 
matters looked exceedingly blue. Trials had 
been made to make our lodes pay, by milling 
process, and, in almost every instance those 
trials ended in failures, and the mills were 
shut down. But, that confidence in the 
richness of our mines, which has kept most of 
us in the country, and caused us to risk life 
and property, never deserted our people, and 
that perseverance, which is one of the great- 
est traits in their character, spurred them on 
to make new trials. New men—who have 
proven themselves good miners and mill-men 
—came here, were engaged by our mill and 
mine owners, and have, by their works, prov- 
en that the faith of our people in the rich- 
ness of the mines was well founded. The 
Big Bug Company started in on a new and 
untried lode, with a slender purse, and with 
no prospect, whatever, of receiving aid from 
“capitalists.” Fully realizing their situation; 
knowing that another failure might prove 
disastrous to them, they paid the strictest 
attention to their affairs; practiced economy, 
and made a success. 


The latest run, of which we have any 
knowledge, yielded a gold brick weighing 
just ten pounds. This amount was taken out 
in seven ond one-half days. We are hourly 
expecting to hear of a much larger clean-up 
having been made. Messrs. L, C. Gray and 
C. E, Hitchcock, the owners of milland mine, 
started for San Francisco, Saturday last. 
One, and perhaps, both these gentlemen, will 
visit the east before returning here, to make 
arrangements which will enable them to car- 
ry on operations on a more extensive scale. 
We believe it is their purpose to have a forty 
stamp mill put up to order, at St. Louis, and 
shipped here, via Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
thirty-fifth parallel route. This mill will be 
erected close to the mine,—so close that the 
ore can be run into it from the dump pile, at 
a trifling expense. Then. the cost of mining 
and milling the ores will not exceed five dol- 
lars per ton, and the profits of the Company 
will be great. The old mill will not be re- 
moved from its presont location, it being in 
the right place for working ores from the Ga- 
lena, Dividend, Independence, and other well 
known rich ledges. The future of Big Bug 
District is indeed bright. We hope, within 
two years, to see at least five mills on the 
creek, and over 1,000 people in the District. 

The Eureka ten-stamp mill, in Walker 
District, is now engaged testing matters there, 
and, we believe, with good success. A clean- 
up will soon be made, when we will give the 
result to our readers. At present, all we are 
at liberty to say, and all we cara to say, is 
that matters look exceedingly hopeful. 


We visited the Sterling mill Wednesday 
last, but did not stay long enough to take s 
good look at it or the ore. The mill was not 
runing, but steam was up, and Superinten- 
dent Besélor informed us that he would start 
the mill that afternoon, We are sorry to say 
that tho test recently made by him has not 
given ontire satisfaction. He hos now sovo- 
ral tons of sulphurets on hand, and is prepar- 
ing to work them. He will visit San Fran- 
cisco, soon, and make a report to the Com- 
pany. Work will, in all probability, be sus- 
perided for a short time. We had intended 
to devote sume of our spaco'in giving an 
accóunt of the way mattors have been con- 
ducted at tho Sterling, but will defer doing 
so until some futuro time. Wo will, now 
morely remark that it is the opinion of our 
best miners that. the stockholders of. tho 
Company are alone to blame for the poor 
suceess that hos attended qil efforts to work 
the ote: gaccessfully. Rie 

We have the best of nows from Wicken- 
burg District; «Messrs. Behan and Humilton, 
returned home, Tuesday lnët, from a visit to 
Wiekonburg and Vulture City. From them, 
‘wa learn that tho deop shaft, in the Vulture 
Mining Company's ground, was down 230 
feat; the ledge, at that depth, being: tycenty- 
seven feet thick, and very rich, The rumor 
tliat water had been struck at the bottom of 
paid shaft, was not true, ‘The mill was run- 
ping, and our informants say that Suporiy- 


tendent Sexton was well pleased with 
results, ; 

The owners of the White Picacho mine 
were jubilant, Their tunnel had reached the 
vein, which, upon cufting’ through it, was 
found to be about three fevt thick. The ore 
is said to be very rfcit. 

The same parties inform us that work was 
being pushed on the recently discovered lades 
in Martinez District. 

PROSPROTING 
is still going on. Recently, in Walker Dis- 
trict, a large and rich lode was discovered ; 
and, in the Hassayampa District, Frank and 
Lew. Alters found, a day or two ago, a huge 
lode, containing much silver and gold. 
PLACER MINING. 

This industry is “drying up,” owing to the 
dry state of creeks and gulches, yet, about 
fifty men are still engaged in the businsss, on 
the Hassayampa, Lynx and other creeks. 
During the week, several small lots of dust 
were brought to town by miners. The Bash- 
ford Mining Company promise to post us an 
how they have been doing, in time for next 
week’s issue, . 


Tie amount of money that will be.expen- 
ded in purchasing supplies for the troops, this 
year, will be very large, and as it will go 
directly into the pockets of our citizens, good 
times may be anticipated, Heretofore, the 
soldiers have had to supply the posts with 
fuel; henceforth, citizens will do that job, and 
the soldiers will be able to do more scouting 
than formerly, and, perhaps, kill more In- 
‘dians, So long as Government persists in 
its unwise course of keeping but a small 
force of troops in the Territory, it would be 
well to have all the work of the posts done 
by citizens, and keep the troops constantly 
employed, chasing the savages, ‘In this way, 
our small fighting force could be made more 
effective, peace might soon be brought around, 
when expenses could be curtailed, and the 
Territory be no longer a burthen on the 
nation, The employment of troops to do 


garrison duty in a country like this, is not 
economy. 


Death of a Good Man. 


Last mail from the East brought sad tid- 
ings to Mrs. Levi Bashford, and her brother, 
D. P. Foster, of this place. It was to the 
effect that their aged and honored father, 
Cullen Foster, of Lyons, New York, died at 
that place, on the morning of March 29th, 
after having lived a useful and honorable life, 
To show the estimation in which -deceased 
was held by the people of Western New 
York, we append the following, which we 
find in the Rochester Daily Union and Adver- 
tiser: 

“Tt is with sincere regret that we receive, 
just as we go to press, the sad intelligence 
that the venerable Cullen Foster of Lyons 
died this morning. 

“We have not full particulars of the event, 
but understand that Mr. F. took cold in a 
journey to Albany last week, and a slight 
illness followed, which assumed a serious 
character last night. Death ensued at a 
quarter past eleyen to-day. 

“ Mr. Foster was nearly 70 years of ageand 
was a long time resident of Lyons. In the 
days of his youth and vigor he was known as 
one among the leading politicians of the 
Democratic party in Western New York. 
He frequently held public office in his county. 
He was once Sheriff of Wayne county, also 
County Clerk. 

“No man enjoyed more fully the respect 
and confidence of bis fellow citizens than Mr. 
Foster. He was a man of strict integrity and 
high moral bearing. g 

“ Mr. Foster leaves a widow, four sons and 
two daughters, who have to mourn the loss 
of a husband and father whose memory will 
long remain green.”

Time 
and again have we heard, from tho lips of 
Americans and Mexicans, fascinating stories 
of rich placer and quartz mines which they 
alleged, existed ın it, and although we doubt- 
ed the biggest part of said stories, the prob- 
ability is now quite strong that they werc 
true, ' 

The recent finding of a rich and extensivo 
silyer lode, on the border of this section of 
our Territory, is the magnet that is now at- 
tracting so much attention and so many peo- 
ple to it, and, really, the stories told about 
it are sufficiently glittering to induce a sick 
miner to take up his bed and travel. * If this 
mine is as large and as rich as those who have 
seen it assert, then, indeed, may its discover- 
ers claim for themselves the honor of having 
discovered a new “world wonder.” At any 
rate, the excitement which the discovery 
has created, will, we Lope, prove beneficial in 
more ways than one. People will rush there, 
and should they find it all “staked off,” the 
hope of finding another,—perhaps several 
such Indes—in the vicinity, will induce them 
to strike out over the country, in every di- 
rection, and give it a thorough exploration. 
while doing so they will be certain to run 
against Apaches, and, we hope, fortunate 
enough tu slay many hundreds of them.

‘The Colonel is now on his 
way to New Mexico, but it may be that he 
has orders to return, Since his departure, 
the Wallapais, it is said, have revolted, and 
are now in open hostility. Let us have Price 
back. His influénce ovér the Wallapais is 
considerable, and were he in his old position, 
it is more than probable that the savages 
would soon abandon the field, and become as 
peaceable as it is possible for Arizona savages 
to be,

We, the undersigned, citizens of Mohave Coun- 

ty, your petitioners, respectfully represent’ ‘That 
we have learned with deep regiet and keen appre- 
hension, thet by an order recently romulguted 
from the War Department, Col, W, R. Price is to 
ve removed fiom this Territory. 

That, while we teel much diffidence in Interpos- 
ing our voices in iuterference with such measures 
as the wisdom of the Sceretary of War may adopt: 
Yet, the importance of the subject to us—residents 
of a Territory to which we lave so long clung, 
with a hope that the termination, of the Indian 
hostilities would allow us to reap a reward In her 
developed resources, — uges us to raise our hum- 
ble voices in petition to you, that the sald Col 
W. R. Price may bo allowed to remain in Northern 
Arizona, Jong cuough to complete the work he 
bas thus far so successfully prosecuted, yiz: That 
of ridding the counties of Yavapai and’ Mohuyve of 
hostile Indians, or bringing them to terms of 
pence. E 

And we respectfully further represent’ That 
when Col. Price took command of the Snb-Dis- 
irict of the Upper Colorado, the Pah-Utes at the 
north, the Chimmahuevis south ond west, and the 
formidablo Wallapu tribe were engaged in bitter 
and active hostilities against the settlers and trav- 
clers of this section of the Territory; 

That he has conquered a peaes with them, and 
has so managed tiem, that from enemies he has 
converted them into allies, and has committed 
them against other hostile tribes, (particularly the 
Apache) by leading them against sald Apaches, 
aud getting them to kill and take prisoners those 
who for years had been thel companions on the 
war path against the whites 

That all these tribes of Indians with which he 
bas come in contact, look upon Col. Price asa 
good friend and terrible enemy. 

That his influence among them is great, and 
such as no other officer bas ever had, nor can gnin 
but by n long practice of some similar policy and 
bearing that Col, Price has adopted in his dealings 
with them. 

That from fils intimate knowledge of the coun- 
try, gained by long and repeated scouts through 
it, and especially from the fact that he ean lead 
against and set upon the Apaches the whole Wal- 
lapai tribe, (worth at least a regiment of soldiers 
m this warfare) and what no other offleer can do, 
simply because they have not, nor can soon mur, 
the influence over them that could mannye them 

We believe that he can accomplish more in six 
months, with 100 well equipped soldiers, than 
three regiments of troops umiequainted with the 
country, and the nature and custome of the In- 
dians of this section, could do 

And, in fine, we belleve it would be damaging 
lo the interests of the General Government, ns 
well as to the prosperity of Nortuern and Central 
Arizona, to bave Col, Pilee removed from a tieid 
where be can be so usetul, 

For we believe jt would In a short tune result 
in the whole Wallapai tribe going back into hos- 
tility against us, instead of continuing our valua- 
ble allies, 

And repeating that we regard the subject of this 
petition of vital importance to us, and the best 
interests of this Territory, we conclude by most 
earnestly and respectiully payme that Col W. R. 
Price be permitted to remai in this Territory, for 
at least cight months or one year more,

> Bo far ae known, accounts between the savages 
’ and our people’ stand thus, for the week Just 
i passed. They Lave hilled one white man, wound 
Led another, and stolen three valuable horses,

} Their irst break was made on the ranches in 
? Williamson Valley, Saturday night Inst, and was

; went to the Ranch of Ell Puntney, and gobbled 
z“ Bourbon,” a fine blooded horse, the property af 
$ that gentleman. They then visited another ranch, 
zand secured n valuable horse belonging to Mr. 
“Davis. Next, they caught a mare, but, lor some 
reason let her go ngain, After this they went to 
ithe ranch of C. C. Bean, at the mouth of Mint 
$ Valley Wash, tried to rob the stable, but were 
4 driven off by the men on the place, who, having 
! fired away nearly all thelr ammunition, took the

The 
settlers in the valley are willing to swear that the 
Jndian killed was elther a Moguis or a Navajo, 
and we tre Inclined to the opinion that the wretch 
was a M oquls. 

4 Next day, a party of savages killed Win Pear- 
gon, in Mint Valley The particulars ns written 
us by J. 11 Lee, of American Ranch, Round Val- 

ey, are n» follows. 

! “Sunday, the 17th, about 4 o’clock, the Indians 
attacked and billed Wm. Pearson, winle rolling 
ground in the lower end of Mint Valley I was 
potified of it, and with others, went down imwe- 
diately, to render such assistance as might be nec- 
essary. We placed the body in a sled, and con- 
veyed it to the house It bemy by that ume dark, 
we could not tell much abont it The following 
morning, we again went down to sce and tind ont 
all the particulars, as uearas posible It appears 
that Pearsor bad lelt ns team, and went down to 
the water to geta dunk Two Indians had been 
watching his raovements for some tune, under the 
bank, about sixty yurds below where he went 
down, and after he weut down, they crawled up 
ver the bank ard across a piece of plowed ground, 
then started for the team About that time Pear- 
gon discovered them und endeavored to cut them 
off, They, as we supposed, all got to the team

Last week, having received nipollte invitation 
from Herbert Bowers, to take a seat In his buggy 
and accompany him io his Agun Frio ranch, we 
did so without the least hesitation, and will now 


proceed to give an outline of what wo saw on th

The thet object 
that met our gaze was the “Confederate 
Cross Roads Inn,” of our old frend Lerty. The 
place appeared quite nat'ral, and had an air ot 
thrift and comfort about it that we could not see 
previous to the time Mr Branaman purehosed 
half of 1t, and moved his wife and family, Friend 
Lerty used to keep a tolerable cheerful hotel, for 
an old bachelor, but, Lord bless you reader, a 
good housewife and fat, rollicking youngaters add 
greatly to the attractions ofa plsce.

Tie Year or Bringes,—Last year will be 
notable as that in which the grandest bridges 
in the country were undertaken or comple- 
ted. The noble bridge which is to connect 
New York and Brooklyn, will have a clear 
stretch of 1,600 feet. The next in impor- 
tance is the arched road bridge over the 
Missisatppi, at St. Louis, with a central span 
of 515 feet, and two arches of 487 feet each. 
Next is the Quincy bridge, which spans the 
Father of Waters at its widest point; and the 
railroad bridge at Omaha, 2,800 feet long. 
Measures have been taken for the construc- 
tion of the Cornwall bridge, to span the 
Hudson river 40 miles above New York city. 
This work, with its approaches, when built, 
Avill be 2,560 feet long, and will have a olean 
span equal to that of the East River. bridge, 
Tho railroad bridge across the Connecticut 
river will be 1,248 foet long, and will be im- 
portant in facilitating the ease of travel on 
the Shore Line railroad. Many works of Jess 
importance have algo been undertaken; and 
altogether, 1869 will be noted as the year of 
bridges.

Baker, who 
recently attacked and badly whipped a vil- 
lage of Piegan Blackfeet (British Indians) in 
Montana, who were led and controlled by 
that notorious renegade, Mountain Chief. 

You are not aware that this Mountain 
Chief, the leader of 600 lodges ot Picgans 
(the fighting leader), was the murderer of 
the lamented Bozeman, on the Yellowstone, 
in the winter of 1867, Bozeman and Thomas 
Coover, of the Gallatin Valley, were en route 
to Fort Smith, when Mountain Chief, with 
three followers, approached them, professing 
great friendship. Mountain Chief extended 
his hand to Bozeman, in token of friendship, 
and with the other. drew his revolver and 
shot him dead. Ooover escaped. These 
Blackfeet were living with the Crows at the 
time, and the Orow Indians reported the cir- 
cumstance to the commanding officer at Fort 
Smith. I saw Bozeman’s arms and horses in 
hands of this immortalized thief and mur- 

erer. 

Afterwards, with seven Blackfeet compan- 
ions, he murdered three inoffensive American 
citizens on Rock creek, the same winter. 

The following spring he murdered five dis- 
charged teamsters on Boulder oreek, and one 
emigrant on Bottom Grass creek. 

He has committed a hundred other depre- 
dations on the Missouri river between Benton 
and Union, which the citizens of thas county 
have not yet forgotten. 

Perhaps the Hidson Bay Oompany are 
responsible for this. They educate their In- 
dians to make incursions on this side, and 
murder American citizens, 

Let poor, chivalrous Baker alone, and take 
up the British Fur Company and assist them. 

When I write of Mountain Obief and the 
Piegans and Blood bands of Blackfeet, I know 
whereof I speak. 

A war party of Brule Sioux, attached to 
the Medicine Bull’s band, and belonging to 
this reservation, have just returned from a 
successful raid on tho Loup Fork, or Shell 
Oreek. They braught in seven fine American 
horses, amang them a span of gréys. Who is 
the sufferer? Where is Vincent Collyer? 
We were laboring under the impression that 
all the inibeciles, appointed on the different 
commissions, were dead; Vincent Collyer 
lives, and speaks of the “Pyegzan” Indians.

How Waste Matter is Utilized, |. 


In England, a couple of savans have. been 
attracting notice to the manner in w vagi 
ma wa oe to D OT 
ings formerly, (and now tọ a great extent 
thrown w Chamber's ° Jakna gives a 
summary of what is at present very generally 
one: ay ed i 
‘Beautiful perfumes are produced from sub, 
stances not merely trivial, but in some 
fetid and repulsive. Fusel oil, putrid cheese, 
gas-tar and the drainage of cow-hotise are 
thus transformed. Blue dyes are made from 
scraps of tin; old woolen, rags,;and the par- 
ings of horses’ hoofs, Old iron hoops are 
employed in ink-making; bones as a sourceof 
phosphorus for tipping Congreve mitches: 
the dregs of port wine for making Seidlitz 
powders; the washings of coal-tar for pro- 
ducing a flavoring condiment for blane mange. 
Ola woolen rags are the foundation of the 
prosperity of Dewsbury and Batly, in York- 
shire, these musty, fusty, dusty, frouzy frag- 
ments being gronnd up into shoddy and mun- 
go. Other relics of old woolen garments ate 
made to yield flock for wall paper, padding 
for mattresses, and Prussian blue for the 
color-makers. Chemicals are employed to 
destroy the cotton fibres in old wotn-out 
balzarines, orleans, coburgs, and other mixed 
fabrics of ladies’ dresses, and to liberate the 
woolen or worsted fibres for a new career of 
usefulness. Woolen rags, when even the 
shoddy-maker will have nothing to do with 
them, are choice materials for the farmer as 
manure. That bones are used for knife-han- 
dles, we know yery well; but it appears they 
are also used for bone-black by color and 
varnish makers, for size by dyérs and cloth 
finishers, and for manure by farmers. Horns 
and hoofs are a very magazine for useful pro- 
ducts in the hands of the scientific chemist. 
Whalebore cuttings yield Prussian blue; 
dogs’ fat is (shamefully) made into sham 
cod-liver oi]; wood-scourer’s waste and wash- 
ings reappear as beautiful stearine candles; 
bullocks’ blood iş used in refining sugar, in 
making animal charcoal, and in Turkey-red 
dyeing; ox-gall or bile, is used by wool-scour- 
ers and by color-mukers; fishes’ eyes are used 
for buds for artificial flowers; bladders and 
intestines are made into air-tight coverings 
and into musical strings; and the odds and 
ends of leather and parchment-dressing are 
grist to the glue maker; calves’ and sheeps’ 
feet yield an oil which is doctored up most 
fragrantly by the perfumeer; stinking fish is 
always welcome as manure to the farmer; 
and a brown dye is extracted from those 
small bedroom acquaintances whom few of us 
like to talk about, and none like to see or 
feel. At least fifty thousand tons of-cotton- 
waste, the residue and sweeping of the mills, 
are annually utilized’ by being worked up 
into coarse sheeting, bed-covers, papier mache, 
and the commonest kinds of printing paper. 
Sea weed is used as a material for paper, ns a 
lining material for ceilings and walls, and as 
a source whence the chemist can obtain 
iodine. Various kinds of seed, when the oil 
has been squeezed out of them, are useful 
cattle-fatteners as oil cake. Grape husks 
yield a beautiful black for choice kinds of 
ink; raisin stalks constitute a capital clarify- 
ing agent for vinegar; bran or corn refuse is 
valuable in tanning, calico-painting, and tin- 
plate making; brewers’ and distillers’ grains 
are fattening food for cattle. Bread-raspings 
are in France sometimes used as a substitute 
for coffee, and as a tooth-powder; tan-pit 
refuse is valuable for the gardeners hot 
house; damaged potatoes and rice and grain 
are made to yield starch; ground horse-ches- 
nuts are not unknown to the makers of chea 
macraroni and vermicelli; cork-cuttings an 
scraps are eagerly sought for stuffing, cary for 
buoyant purposes; pea shells are uéed asa 
food for milch cows, and spirit may be dis- 
tilled from them; sawdust is now applied in 
a prodigious number of ways, for making 
paper, distilling oxalic acid, smoking fish, 
cleaning ‘jewelry, filling scent-bags, stuffing 
dolis, etc.; tobacco ashes are made into tooth- 
powder; the coal tar from gas works is made 
to yield sulphate of ammonia, sal ammoniac, 
printers’ ink, lampblack, disinfectants, naph- 
tha, benzole, puraffin, and the magnificent 
series of aniline colors for dyeing and calico- 
tinting; the sediments in wine casks ig made 
Into crenm of tartar: old kicked off horse. 
shoe nuils yield the best of all iron for mus» 
ket barrels, As for-the shops in which gold 
workers, jewelers, and gold-beaters work, not 
only is the very dust on the floor precious. 
but'a refiner will gladly give á new waistcoat 
or apron for an old one, tor the sake of the 
auriferous particles thereby obtained.

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Recent Indian Crimes, . 
* trae cel ‘ 

Sinco our last, news has reached us of the mur- 
der of two white men, by Indians, and the càp- 
turo of a band of three or fom hundred head of 
sheep by thé samo accursed race.-’One‘éf the 
murdered men, Mr, Seabright wag killed near 
Williamson Valley, some'time between Saturday 
and Tuesday last. The other—Mr. .Gruly—-was 
slaughtered a short distance below Wichenburg, 
early Inst week. The particulars of the Witliam- 
gon Valley tragedy are about as follows: Early 
Saturday morning last (April 28d), Mr. Hooker's 
herder started for the hilis with a band of three 
or four hundred sheep, and some cattle. ‘Lhe cat- 
tlo and sheép aoon separated—the herder followed 
the cattic, and in doing so lost sight of the sheep. 
So soon as the cattle got quieted, he lookedaround 
for the sheep, but could not dee them. He straight 
way started the cattle for the valley, and, on ar- 
riving there, informed Mr. Seobright af what had 
occurred That gentleman buckled on a six- 
shooter, Mounted & horse and started out to search 
tor the sheep, He was unsuccessful In finding 
them, and while returning to the valley, met the 
herder, from whom he procured a Henry rifle. 
He then set out again to hunt up the sheep, tell- 
Ing the herder that he intended to stay out until 
he found them. Sunday came, and so did Mon- 
day, yet Seebright had uot returued. Fearing the 
worst, the neighbors scoured the country for him, 
und on Tucsday morning, found his lifeless body 
a short distance from the valley, took it in and 
buried it. The savages neither scalped: nor mu- 
Ulnted him, os was at first reported, but they shot 
eight arrows Into bis head, 

We have not the particulars of the murder of 
Gruly. The only thing we bave, bearing upon the 
subject is the following letter from J.T, Alsap, 
which is dated at Wickenburg, April 20; 

“l started yesterday, in company with F, M. 
Chapman, for Salt River, but Johnny Apache 
acared me back here last night. Night before last, 
Thomas McWilliams came up from his place, 
twelve miles from here, and reported that the In- 
dlans were thick around his house, and that they 
had chased him two or three miles ou bis way up, 
and bad wounded his horse pretty badly. Yester- 
day forenoon, he started back and Mr. Graves and 
another mun started soon after About four 
o'clock Mr Chapman aud I started, intending to 
stop at their place until the moon came up and 
then go on to Salt River. Upon arriving near 
McWilliams’ place we met hlin, Mr. Graves and 
another man, who reported that Gruly (McWil- 
liams’ partner) was killed and that the Indian 
sign was very thick around. After a sbort con- 
sultation we concluded it was unsafe to proceed, 
und returned to this place Ido not know when 
we will get through, but I don’t intend starting 
until I feel safer than I did lust night. The red 
des ils are very thick around here at present; they 
have been seen in almost every direction." 


Departure of Another Prospecting Party. 


Wednesday morning last, a party of 16 or 17 
men left Prescott and started for the San Juan 
country, to try their luck there, in finding gold 
and eilyve Themen were tolerably well provided 
with animals, arms, provisions and other necces- 
saries. They will go via the San Francisco monn- 
tain to New Fort Wingate, New Mexico, from 
which point, they intend striking northward, to 
the snowy range known as San Juan. Among 
those who departed were several old Arizoniaus, 
who mean to return here, in case they should not 
be sucecsstul In finding huge deposits of the pre- 
cious metals Ao parties from New Mexico are 
now cugaged Jn prospecting the Sar Juan coun- 
try, it ıs quite likely that that region will receive 
a thorough prospecting the coming suminer We 
hope s0, at lenst.

Saturday morning last, aller the paper waa 
“out” and gone, wo started for Chino Valley, In 
company with several others, and hada delightful 
ride, over oue of the best stretches of road in the 
Territory, .We arrived at the setticments.In the 
valley shortly after noon, where wo encountered 
Mr. and Mrs, Geo, Banghart, Mr. and Mrs. Shiv. 
ora, Mr, and Mrs. Farrington, Mròand Mrs. Pos, 
tle, as well ns several old bachelor friends, frm 
gil of whom we met with a hearty reception. 
Next day (Sunday), a party of the boys went down 
to the Rio Verde,—which la about two miles from 
the ranches-—cast thelr lines upon the waters, and 
succceded in “ lacerating the mouths” of several 
big and little fishes. ‘They, brought back. with 
them about thirty, pounds-of fiab—ag the reanl, of 
an hour or two's “devotion” on the Sabbath, 
The meat of said fishes was good, but rather bony. 
While the boys were absent at the Verde, we 
accompanied the “old men” over and through 
their ranches, and up to the springs, which afford 
enough water, at all Beasons, to supply a large 
city, and the water is good, too. We would like 
to speak of everything we saw, and commend the 
ranchmen for their energy and industry, but must 
how content ourself by saying that Mr. Postle 
has over 100 acres of the finest wheat scon by us 
80 far this year. One patch of bis wheat—which 
is of the variety kuown as "Salt Lake,’'—appeared 
to grow faster and do better than any of the other 
varietiles—of which there are three more, Mr. 
Shivers had also a nico field of smail grain grow- 
ing, and'so had Mr. Baker. Mr, Bunghart was 
planting corn on his fing yanch. Hv has made 
many good improvements, in the short space of 
time be bas been on it, Every ranchman In the 
valley has set out youug trees, and they were 
growing finely. Postle leads in this industry, he 
having the greatest number of trees growing. 

We saw a herd of about 800 bead of sheep— 
little and big—the property of Campbell & Buf- 
fum, and James Baker They were in prime con- 
dition. We did not see their immeuse herd of 
cattle, but were told that they, too, were fat. 
After seelng all these fine things, we bade our 
friends adieu, and started for “ home,” ifa print- 
lug office can be called a home. On the way up 
we crossed a narrow strip of country, that had 
the appearance of having been drenched with 
rain, the day previous, and ob! how nice and 
green the white grumma grass looked.

Consid- 
erable anxiety 18 felt by some of ou: citizens re- 
gading the location of posts, but the majority of 
them feci a deeper interest in having the troops 
hept in the field, killing and harrassing our enc- 
mics Indians are now quite plenty around seve- 
1al settlements, and, just pow, is a very good time 
to go for them; therefore, we thank the officer in 
command of this snb-district for placing the 
mounted force under his command in the field, 
where they may accomplish great good ior the 
Territory and the country. ‘I'be indians are ac- 
tive, and go are the troops.
